Keeping patt correct, inc at each end of next and foil 4th 
rows until there are 20 sts.

BODY (make 2). Using M, cast on 12 sts. 

Work in patt as for Head, inc at each end of foil 6th rows 
until there are 16 sts, then in foil 4th rows until there are 20 
sts.

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 8 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

ARMS (make 2). Using M, cast on 20 sts. 

Work 17 rows patt as for Head. 

Keeping patt correct, dec at each end of next and foil 6th 
rows until 14 sts rem. 

Next row — Patt 5, K2 tog, P2 tog, patt 5. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off.

Work 23 rows patt as for Head. 

Cast on 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Work 2 rows patt. 

Inc at each end of next row. . . 28 sts.

EARS (make 2). Using M, cast on 6 sts. 

Work in patt as for Head, inc at each end of 2nd row and 
foil 4th row. 

Work 3 rows patt. 

Dec at each end of next row and foil alt row. 

Cast off. 

FEET PADS (make 2). Using C2, cast on 3 sts. 

Work in patt as for Head, inc at each end of alt rows twice 
. . . 7 sts. 

Work 7 rows patt. 

Dec at each end of next row and foil alt row. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join head 
pieces tog, leaving neck open for filling. Join body, arm 
and leg seams. Sew on feet pads. Fill all pieces firmly, 
then sew all pieces to body. Using C4, embroider nose 
and mouth, using C2 embroider paws on feet as 
illustrated. Sew on buttons for eyes. 


TROUSERS (make 2). Using Cl, cast on 35 sts. 

Knit 2 rows garter st.

BRACES (make 2). Using C3, cast on 30 sts.

CROSS STRAP. Using C3, cast on 10 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st.

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using a flat seam, join leg and crotch seams. Sew 
cross strap to braces for front, then sew braces to 
trousers crossing over at back. Sew on 2 buttons where 
braces join front of trousers. Using C4, embroider patch 
on trousers as illustrated. 

Press seams.

needle take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = yarn round 

needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “Ml” = make 1 — 

pick up loop which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop- 

garter st — every row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; purl fabric = 1 row purl 1 row knit (nurl 
side is right side). 

When instructions read — "Cast off 2 sts, K2” (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the riqht-hand 
needle, after casting off, is^counted as one stitch.
